tories throughout the West, if not all, have been busy this week 
on tomatoes. And yet we are inclined to believe that even these 
have not reached their capacity, for the crop of that section is 
very much in the same condition as the Eastern crop. This is 
plainly seen in the refusal of packers to take further orders until 
they can see their way clear on the future orders they are now 
working to get out. Indiana has sold heavily of futures, as we 
said before, and it is very doubtful if the canners there will get 
any more than they need for these orders; Ohio while not sold 
so heavily on futures is not coming out as well on her crop of 
tomatoes, and the packers are going slowly there; nor is Illinois 
doing as well as she would like to, and the Illinois packers con- 
sequently join the ranks of the careful. Thus the entire coun- 
try is uncertain of the outcome of the tomato pack of this season; 
and well it may be, for with September practically one-quarter 
gone, and the tomato canning season hardly commenced, it is 
difficult to find any cause for hopefulness of a heavy pack. 
What is true of tomatoes applies just as truly to corn. 
Packers have started canning, but all as yet are not able to run 
full time, and even Maine is praying for a late frost to get up 
the good pack upon which she has counted all season. On the 
week we have had word from the Western Maryland section, 
which we said last week would probably get up her usual good 
pack, and the outlook there is not as bright as it was. It is now 
said if they get up 80% of their usual good crop they will be do- 
ing well, and to do this will have to have good weather and late 
frosts. The latter part of last week and the early part of this 
week were not favorable to corn, being too cool at night and too 
wet; but the past few days and nights have been warmer and 
better adapted to the growing crop. New York State reports a 
dismal outlook on corn, and if the pack there amounts to more 
than 50% of the regular during the past few years it will sur- 
prise-many. It is being generally recognized now that 60% of 
last year’s corn pack will be a big production for this year, taken 


the country over, and while prices do not show any particular 
change, there is a solidity about them that is very significant. 

Peaches show no improvement and practically no receipts. 
Packers of this city are waiting upon the mountain fruit in the 
hope that there will be something like a normal yield, but even. 
this cannot be expected, for the fruit is reported not on the trees. 
These peaches have suffered much as have all the rest, and while 
there will be some yield, it will be eagerly bought up by the 
market stall dealers and fancy fruitiers. 

A glance at the canning houses of this city tells the whole 
tale of this year’s packing. Usually at this season all the houses 
here are as busy as bees on peaches, if there is a crop of them, 
or failing these on tomatoes, with no time for anything else. 
Today almost every article of fruit or vegetable can be found in 
the canneries and receiving attention. String beans, pumpkin, 
sweet potatoes, apples, beets, some tomatoes and what peaches 
can be secured are all receiving attention, often in the same 
canning houses at the one time. 

Small fruits have advanced again, and blackberries. No. 2 
are now quoted at 85c. to 87%4c.; preserved, $1.30 to $1.35; 
No. 2 strawberries are out of quotation; gallon strawberries are 
quoted at $5.75 to $6.00, and No. 2 gooseberries at $1.25. 

Pineapple has also felt the effects of an advance, No. 3 
grated pie in water being quoted at $1 00, where it was 85c.; 
gallon pie in syrup at $3.25. 

Tomatoes have advanced all along the line, an apparent 
indication that packers realize that they will not get the pack 
first counted upon, and that the goods will be worth more money 
as the season advances. No. 3 full standard tomatoes are now 
quoted at 85c. to goc., as to packer and holder; No. 3 seconds, 
8oc. to 85c., from the same conditions; No. 2 standards at 65c. to 
7oc., and seconds No. 2 at 6oc. to 65c. Gallons are quoted at 
$2.75 to $3.00. The packing of gallon tomatoes is reported to

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, September 4.—Once more New York is back 
doing business. The vacation season closed officially on Mon- 
day of this week and while there will be scattering vacations in 
the future the season is over. Schools open shortly and parents 
are hurrying home from mountain and shore to get the children 


ready for their fall and winter camapaign. All these influences 
reflect upon the eanned goods business to a considerable degree 


and sales always increase immediately following the return of 
the sojourners out of town. So far as results are concerned this 
week nothing has occurred which has changed the situation 
materially. Perhaps there is a slight increased demand from 


some quarters, but in other directions the conditions are the 
same. Business goes on in about the usual volume and only 
occasionally does a buyer take more than he is absolutely obliged 
to do to keep his trade satisfied. All holders are firm in their 
views on prices and the tendency of quotations is upward rather 
than downward upon substantially all leading varieties. 
Salmon.—The feature of the week was the announcement 
of opening prices on red Alaska and sockeye salmon. While 


prices are high they are no higher than was expected and no 
higher than seems warranted by the conditions which exist this 


season. The price on red Alaska talls is $1.15, which is 20 cents 
higher than last year’s opening and the highest known in the 
history of the trade, except in 1903, when the Alaska Packers’ 


Association named a price of $1.30 f.0.b. All theleading pack- 
ers have named the same price this year, consequently one can- 


not be played against the other by crafty agents. The confir- 
mation of orders placed subject to opening prices has been free. 
In fact most buyers are confident that they will get no fish if 
they do not confirm their orders now. The supply promises to 
be much to small to satisfy the requirements of the trade and 


early buyers are the only ones who feel sure that their orders 
will be filled. Opening prices on sockeye salmon were announced 


as follows: ‘Talls, $1.65; flats, $1.80; halves, $1.10, all f. 0. b. 
Coast. These prices are 5c. higher on flats and halves than the 
prices named on Columbia river Chinook. The sockeye pack 


will not exceed 80,000 cases, it is said and red Alaska will be 
between 400,000 to 600,000 cases short. Cohoes are offered as 


follows: Talls $1.00; flats $1.15; halves 80c. f. o. b. Coast. 
Humpbacks are quoted at 8oc. for talls, 90c. for flats and 67%4c. 
for halves f. 0. b. Coast. The deliveries of Columbia river sal- 
mon will not run over 60 per cent. of the sales actually booked. 

Sardines.—The market is firm and the tendency of prices is 
upward. Holders are firm in their views on prices and conditions 


are not favorable for much increase in supply during the remain- 
der of the season.

Beans.—The market is fairly active and sales are made in a 
jobbing way principally. Conditions are fairly satisfactory to 


most holders and the outlook for improved business is promising. 
Fruits.—The spot market is firm on all offerings in the list 


and in the absence of important stocks the prices asked are 


somewhat normal. Packers are out of the market on future 
state green apples.

Tomatoes.—The tomato market in Baltimore this week is stronger. 
This is due to the heavy falling off in the arrivals of raw material and higher 
prices for it. 

Tomatoes for future delivery are practically not being offered. A few 
sales were made this week of No. 3s at 85c. and No. tos at $2.65 per dozen, 
and it might be possible here and there to buy at these figures. The major- 
ity of packers, however, are out of the market. The reports all seem to 
agree that there is a good crop of tomatoes in sight; that is, the fruit on 
the vines, but we need warm weather throughout September to get the 
tomatoes. There is a good, big acreage, and of course this will help to off- 
set any damage the crop might sustain from early frost or other unfavorable 
weather conditions. At this stage of the game, however, it is impossible to 
siy much about the situation one way or the other. If we have good 
weather throughout September, there will be a good many, but if, however, 
the weather is bad, some of the numerous prophets of a tremendous pack 
will, no doubt, be ‘‘ taking to the woods.”’ . = 

Peaches.—Nothing new to report. The crop in this section is as near 
a failure as we have ever had. There are a few peaches being packed in 


Baltimore each day, but it is now evident that we are not going to have 
anything like a pack of peaches this year. 


Corn.—Reports regarding the corn crop are not encouraging. 
String Beans.—We are selling quite freely and prices are holding up 
unusually well. The stock of No. 10 beans in Baltimore is light. Packers 


are not in a position at this time to work on string beans, as they are trying 
to utilize their capacity mostly for tomatoes. 


Small Fruits.—Some lines have advanced very materially. Blackberries 
have gone from Soc. to goc. and 95c. per dozen; gooseberries from $1.15 to 


$1.25 per dozen. There are not more than a handful of gooseberries here, 
and blackberries are not very plentiful. 


Peas.—The scarcity of second peas is making a better demand for 
soaked peas, which we quote at 52%c. for strip label and 55c. per dozen for 


wrapper label. We are also selling quite a few fancy soaked peas at 7oc. 
and 72%c. per dozen, according to labels. 


Pineapple.—Pineapple is pretty well cleaned up. Die grated pineapple 
is about cleaned up in Baltimore. We can offer a limited quantity of No. 3 
at g5c. and No. 10 at $3.25 per dozen, less 1147, f. o. b. Baltimore. 


coming fall at $1.10 per dozen, less 114 %, f. 0. b. Baltimore. We are quot- 
ing spot spinath at $1.15 per dozen for No. 3 and $3.75 per dozen for No. 10.

BALTIMORE, MD., September 2, 1907. 

As anticipated in our last market letter, there was continued activity 
this week in the tomato market here, and as the week progressed the . 
demand broadened and the orders increased in quantity from nearly all 
sections for both prompt shipment and for delivery during September and 
October. We called attention to the increased buying of tomatoes in lots of 
one and two carloads, commencing two weeks ago at the ruling prices, and 
that seems to have been thestarting point of the present buying movement. 
There has been too much rain, followed this week by too low a temperature 
both day and night, and not enough warm sunshine to mature and ripen up 
the fruit. The vines are strong and healthy looking, with plenty of simall 
green tomatoes on them, but unless the weather conditions prove to be 
more favorable during the next two or three weeks, the crop_will receive a 
serious setback which an early frost, of which there is no sign as yet, would 
make still more serious. The receipts of fresh tomatoes for canning pur- 
pose this week were so much smaller than in the week previous that the 
price per bushel has steadily advanced from 30c. two weeks ago to goc. 
bushel this week, and the canned article has advanced 2c. to 5c. dozen. 
The jobbers have followed up the advance promptly, and the heavy buying 
during this week will probably act as a sustaining force to the market 
prices, especially in view of the fact that a majority of the canners have 
sold futures to such an extent that they must withdraw from selling until 
they have packed sufficient to fill their contracts. The canning season all 
the way through, so far, has been so peculiar and disappointing that the 
average packer has largely lost his nerve and is afraid to take the same 


chances that he would unhesitatingly take in any ordinary season. The 
situation is interesting and worth close attention. 


Besides tomatoes, other lines of vegetables attracted attention, and there 
was liberal buying of peas, string beans, sweet potatoes, baked beans, etc. 
New lima beans are now coming in. 

Those who predicted iarger receipt of peaches about this time are dis- 
appointed; the fruit is not on the trees. New pears are coming in in small 
quantities, but they are even scarcer than peaches, sofar. Note further 
advances in the prices of peaches. Blackberries are stronger. Pineapples 
are worth attention for your fall and winter trade.

The peach liar (?) is taking his vacation in a golden automobile; the 
tomato liar ‘?) is candidating for his position. 

The early packed tomatoes are all in and packers who have monkeyed 
with them who are not likewise all in, are waiting for the regular season. 
Early packed tomatoes seldom give the saiisfaction to either packer or 
buyer that is derived from those packed later on and yet sufficient orders 
have been obtained to absorb all lots offered a few to the good, embracing 
the entire pack with the exception of what proportion Were applied on 
future orders. It is reported that notwithstanding the Pure Food Law, 
quite a little slush packing has been done, possibly more from force of 
habit, as this has been the custom in previous years, rather than intentional 
defiance of the Law governing adulteration. In some cases, this slush has 
been offered and sold as standard stock, working injustice upon the packer 
not up tu the trick, possibly compelling him to make prices with honest 
packed goods and also equally affecting the buyer, who has been led to 
believe he would get standard stock, which he has not, except when he 
was fortunate enough to catch a shipment from the packer who was not on 
to the trick of working seconds off as standards. Such methods are deplor- 
able and should be decried by all who advocate a fair deal and are deSirous 
of seeing nothing but first-class goods packed and marketed, as this quality 
is the only kind which will leave a record savoring future success. 

PACK ’EM RIGHT should be the motto tacked up and observable 
from every point of view in the packing house. Reputation once lost cannot 
be purchased by dollars and what are dollars without a reputation ? 

BUY °EM RIGHT is also a panacea for the jobber and slush goods, 
so-called standards, even at the under price are an expensive luxury to 
those who knowathing or two. The cauned goods trade would never seem 
to be in bad repute, if higher class methods were prevalent and only the 
best qualities demanded, as is exacted by buyers of first-class houses when 
they place their orders for season’s requirements for other lines of food. 
The packer has never received the proper encouragement for his past efforts, 
to pack the best; too often he has been compelled to sell the best in 
competition with the lowest, and his only reward spelled LOSS and 


DISCOURAGEMENT. It is more creditable to uplift rather than imitate 
a millstone. 


New Packed Tomatoes for immediate shipment are in request at 85c., 
f.o. b., and a batch of orders remain unfilled at this figure. Possibly 
another week will show that packing will be more freely on and more sell- 


ers will materialize, and yet it will likely be ten days before Harford County 
houses run full blast, and then, how soon the end. This is the paramount 
question; time and weather alone can answer. 

Future Tomatoes—That is, for shipment during packing season, are 
sparsely offered at 85c. to 87%c , depending on reputation of brand and 
responsibility of packer. Extra standard at 87%c. to goc. For three days 
this week raw stock has sold in Baltimore City at 80c. per bushel, or about 
$27.00 per ton. Peninsula packers have paid this week, in order to make 
an opening run, $12.00 and $18.00 per ton, and yet September rst is here, 
Will the days of $6.00 and $8.00 per ton ever arrive? Ancient history tells 
us that these prices ruled once upon a time. The weather continues 
freakish; too much rain, some clcudy days and extremely cool nights. 

Spot Corn.—Spot corn is not so spc tted as the packing season continues 
as a future possibility, holders are most content with their holdings—not a 
sign of weakness anywhere. 

Future Corn.—One of the largest and most prominent corn packers 
stated today that he would make a record this year by not packing any 
shoepeg corn before September ist. Cool nights are having a backening 
influence and the corn situation gets no better fast’ Future orders already 
booked are giving much more serious consideration than the obtaining of 
additional orders and the air of indifference in this direction indicates that 
crop conditions are the primary cause, Passing business is practically 
nothing and it is necessary for buyers to assume a waiting attitude, hoping 
for the best later on.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The weather clerk holds the future of the corn 4nd tomato markets in 
the hollow of hishand. What will the harvest be? How late will it run? 
Those who can answer can predict the course of prices for some time to 
come. It looks now as though the production would be full enough, pro- 
vided the packing season is not closed by premature frost. In Maryland 
the recent weather has been favorable for tomatoes and packing operations

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have been very active. The market for tomatoes is firm for new goods and 
the inquiry is free, but the packers are apparently booked to their full 
capacity; at any rate, they are not anxious sellers, but are holding for 
better prices. Corn is not active, but the prospect of a limited crop and a 
short pack keeps prices firm. Peas are in better supply on spot, the 
scarcity having been somewhat relieved by arrivals of Western goods. 
String beans are firm. Peaches show no improvement at Baltimore, the 
supply being small and the offerings of the canned fruit continuing light. 
Other fruits at Baltimore are also firm. Pineapple is selling well at full 
prices. California fruits are scarce. Gallon apples have advanced and 
close firm. Red Alaska salmon keeps advancing. Domestic sardines quiet 
at the advance.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Spot tomatoes of old pack show practically no change. 
price f. 0. b. is 85c. Jerseys are still quoted at goc, and spot goods, new 
pack, 85c. Baltimore. Futures are strong at 85c. county and packers seem 
reluctant to sell. Some authorities attribute this to the fact that future 
sales have already been very large, and others to the coal weather and the 
somewhat uncertain crop prospects. The general demand for tomatoes is 
fair. Corn is unchanged and the general demand light. Peas are active, 
and the higher grades are now participating to some extent. Prices are 
unchanged throughout. Peaches are still high and unchanged and the 
demand is light. All grades of canned peaches are touching the highest 
prices for years. Apples are firm and some holders are asking $3.25 for 
New York State gallons, which is a high price. Scarcity in New York 
State is the reason. Sovthern apples average $2.65. The Baltimore small 
line is unchanged and fairly active.—Gvrocery World. 


Chicago. 


The chief interest just now centers in the corn and tomato packs and 
in the deliveries of canned fruits sold on contract. The fruit pack was ex- 
tremely light on berries and fell short on some other varieties, and peaches 
are not equaling expectations as to quantity. Tomatoes on the spot are 
firmer and more interest is being taken by buyers in the new pack, as a 
great deal depends on whether we have an early frost or not. An early kill- 
ing frost would mean a short pack, while a late fall would give tbe canners 
opportunity to handle their crop, though would not necessarily mean 2 big 
pack. The corn pack, too, depends'to a great extent on frost holding off 
until late. But corn will not be a big pack anyway. Prospects are for a 
gradual strengthening of the market on this item. Peas were a good-sized 
pack, but canners nevertheless were unable to make full deliveries on their 


An average 


There is at present a demand for standard grades which packers are unable 
to supply. Prospects are for a firming up market on peas during the year. 
Canned apples have been advancing steadily and are very firm now at 
high prices. Packers are not offering future gallon apples. The market is 
very strong on all canned fruits. No change has occurred in the domestic 
sardine situation. The demand continues to exceed the current pack, 
although the output has increased considerably within the last several days. 
The salmon market is exceedingly strong. The pack is not as large as ex- 
pected, while the demand for canned salmon has reached enormous propor- 
tions, insuring not only a strong, but a steadily strengthening market dur- 
ing the coming year. Cova oysters and canned lobster are scarce and firm. 
—Grocers’ Criterion. 
St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are a trifle sluggish these days at practically unchanged 
prices for spots. There is a good deal of fresh goods on the market and 
the orders which come in are mainly from those who want a few cans to 
have on their shelves in case of emergency. The tomate situation is in a 
peculiar shape. Just at the moment the crop looks like it would be a 
pretty big one, but the season has only started, and if the frost nips the 
late vines there is likely to be a decided reversal of form in the quotation 
of tomatoes. Packers have sold heavily on the future market—nearly all 
they can pack with a good crop, and if there should be frosts later in the 
season there may be a crimp in the situation which will cause some grief. 
Corn is still in good favor, with prospects of only a moderate pack and a 
carryover of much less than for several years. Any snaps in the corn line 
should be picked up, and the buyers of these snaps stand in to make a 
good profit on their speculation. Peas are not being called for these days 
for immediate consumption to any large extent, the bare shelves are taking 
on all that is coming in on orders which were placed for early future 
delivery.— The Interstate Grocer. 

Montreal, Can. 

Further reports on the canned goods situation show that the pack this 
year will be very short on many lines. The canners have announced that 
their pack of gooseberries, 2s, will be but 65%; gallons, but 35%; deliver- 
ies of black raspberries, 1s, 25%; red raspberries, but 55%; gallons, stand- 
ard, red raspberries, 25%. Various other lines are short, and, all things 
considered, the trade will be fortunate in getting 50% to 65% deliveries. 
Corn and tomatoes are reported short among other varieties. Jobbers say 
business is not very good, the grocers being afraid to take hold at the high

No special features have developed in the canned goods situation dur- 
ing the past week. Wholesalers are not succeeding to any remarkable ex- 
tent in placing orders for future delivery, these latter gentlemen appearing 
to be pretty generally of the opinion that prices are too high. Speculation 
as to the probable prices and quantity of the tomato pack is still being in- 
dulged in by those who have the time, but the general feeling among the 
retailers seems to be one of saddened resignation to whatever the future 
may bring forth.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 


Salmon.—The dealers report a very good demand from the country 
this week, and considerable business has been done on the market at 
advancing prices. Alaska has advanced 6d. per case, with very few sellers, 
and stocks are so reduced that there is every likelihood of prices going 
higher. Fine sockeye 1-Ib. talls are unobtainable and '-Ib. flats are 6d. 
dearer. The principal feature this week is that buyers appear to be realiz- 
ing more and more the cheapness of 1-lb. flats, as so far they have hardly 
participated in the rise in other shapes, and considerable business has con- 
sequently been done at dearer prices, but most holders have withdrawn 
from the market, being confident of obtaining still higher rates. Cable 
advices state that the pack on the Fraser River and on the Puget Sound is 
finished and the poor results of the fishing are shown by the fact that the 
total quantity of sockeyes packed on the Fraser River amounts to only 
55,000 cases, as against 183,000 cases in 1906 and 837,489 cases in 1905, and 
on the Puget Sound to only 80,000 cases, as compared with 182,241 cases 
last year and over 800,000 cases in 1905. Lobsters remain without alter- 
ation. The Rappahannock has brought 8,283 cases and the Saxonia 611 
cases, the latter named to Liverpool. Sardines.—Business is of moderate 
dimensions and the market remains firm. It is stated that the strike of those 
employed in the Portuguese packing factories is finished, the men, accord- 
ing to reports received, having returned to work last Monday. No better 
reports are to hand of the fishing in France or Portugal. The Peninsula 
has arrived with 1,047 cases. Fruits remain a strong market and supplies 
are difficult to obtain. Pineapples go off freely at values which show a 
continual improvement. The Hyson has brought 6,691 cases pineapples. 
Meats.—There is a good business passing and the market maintains a firm 
tone and higher prices are anticipated. 


Liverpool, England. 
Salmon.—The substantial advance recorded last week has been exceeded 
considerably during this week, and limits have had another jump up} 
Best tall is not obtainable at anything under 27s. 6d. unlabeled. Alaska is 
at about 19s. 6d. to 20s.,. and %.lb. and 1-lb. flate have commensurately 
advanced. Sardines.—Not much to report in regard to this line, as supplies 
are not to be got. Fruits steady at recent quotations, with an improvement 
in apricots. Pineapples.—A strong market, prevails and prices on several 
sizes have advanced. Demand from the country is reported as being good. 
Tomatoes quiet and steady.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


=] CANNING ITEMS [: 


GENERAL. 


ONEIDA, N. Y.—A local paper says: The pea canning season at the 
Burt Olney factory has closed. The pea crop has been an unusually large 
one, 1,100,000 cans having been put up at the local factory. It is expected 
that the work of canning beans will be commenced at once. A carload of 
Italians arrived in Oneida on Monday direct from Italy, and they were 
taken to the Olney farm across Oneida creek. These Italians will be used 
in picking beans on the various plantations of the Olney’s. It will require 
a small army of men, women and children to nip the beans which will be 
brought to the local factory. 


Oneida, N. Y.—The bean-canning season at the Burt-Olney factory is 
at its height and a small army of men, women and children are employed 
both at the factory and in the fields. Work is commenced at 7 o’clock 
A. M. and is extended far into the night on account of the scarcity of help. 
The Olneys have sixty-two acres more of beans tharf they had last year. 

The United States Canning Company at Wampsville is also clamoring 
for more help to harvest the bean crop and is offering flattering induce- 
ments to Oneida people to go to Wampsville to help out. Good wages are 
paid by both these companies, and but very few idle people are to 
be found. 

The Oneida community is also employing a large number of hands in 
its canning department, which is also rushed to its capacity.

DAILY PAPERS TAKE NOTICE. 


Before taking up the question that has prompted the above 
capiton, we must beg the pardon of our readers for referring 
again to a matter that must be tiresome to them by this time, 

~ for we have harped upon this string so often and for so many 
years that even we are tired of it. And some few other journals, 
understanding the subject as they should, have treated on the 
matter, but in spite of all this attempted education, those whom 
we have sought to educate are apparently still as ignorant as 
they ever were. We cannot believe that they refuse to see the 
light, nor that they act as they do through malice; in fact, we 
do not know how to account for it, and that is the reason for 
this further effort. Ina nutshell, we want to set clearly before 
the daily press of this country, some of whom boast’ of their 
ability in the canned goods line—and to these we dedicate 
this more particularly—the exact conditions under which 
PRESERVATIVES—of any kind whatsoever—are used in 
foods, and their relation to canned goods. 

The Journal of Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, of New 
York City, which may be termed a daily business paper, devoted 
to all the lines of commerce and manufacture, and which among 
others boasts of its daily reports on the canned goods situation, 
and therefore should know better if it had any ground for its 
claims, on its front page, under date of Monday, September 2nd, 
printed an article on the Sulphur question as regarding dried 
fruits, under the following heading: Department Quandary on 
Sulphur Question. In the course of this article they say: 


How Situation Grew Up. 


“The present situation is the result of the outcry made by the sulphur 
people against the features of decision Number 76, which refate to the use 
of sulpur in curing fruits. The benzoate of soda interests were strongest in 
their expressions of disapproval at the start, but finally yielded to necessity 
for a time and accepted the concessions held out to them. Very little has

been heard from them for a good while past. The complaints of the Cali- 
fornia fruit people have, however, been growing more and more acute. 
They have been able to present a more united front. The benzoate interests 
were much weakened by the fact that /arge producers of canned goods at 
once stated that they could turn out their products without the use of any 
preservative whatever.” 

Here we are given to understand that the large producers 
of canned goods have at last found a method of producing their 
goods without preservatives. Why they have never said any- 
thing of the kind! They have never had to say it, for they have 
never had to use preservatives—pure food laws or no pure food 
laws. To say such shows a total ignorance of the very principle 
of canning; denies the existence of the process discovered by 
Appert, for which the French Government awarded a cash prize, 
because Appert was able to keep foods ef all kinds wirHout AN 
ARTIFICIAL preservative. It was to get away from the use of 
artificial preservatives that the French Government offered the 
prize; and Appert was only awarded the prize because he 
demonstrated that he could keep any article of feod by sealing 
it in an hermetically tight vessel and subjecting its contents to 
the action of the heat for a sufficiently long time to kill all 
germs—sterilizlng it. So heat was the only preservative then 


used, and the same method is employed today in all canned 
goods. 


Briefly stated the process is this: Take tomatoes for inst- 
ance. The fresh, ripe tomatoes are taken as they come from 
the field, washed, dipped in scalding water to loosen the skins; - 
are then shinned by hand, and are filled into the ready can, with 
a little water. The can with the little round cap off is then run 
through what is known asa steam box, to give the tomatoes 
their first slight cooking. Coming out of there the cap is plac- 
ed on the can and tightly soldered down, being careful that no 
airhole is left, and the little hole in the center of the cap, known 
as a vent, is also soldered up tightly. At this stage the toma- 
toes in the can are entirely excluded from the air—are hermeti- 
cally sealed in the can, just as Appert did. Now the cans are 
put into large iron kettles containing boiling water which entire- 
ly covers them, and boiling water, as is commonly known, has 
a temperature of 212 degrees farenheit. The cans are allowed 
to stay in this boiling water a stated time, until the contents of 
the cans is entirely sterilized. They must stay in the water 
that time or the tomatoes in the cans would sour, and the ends 
of the cans would blow out. Now there is nothing more than 
this cooking necessary, nothing else has to be added; and even 
if a preservative were added, the goods would have to be cooked 
anyway, so where would be the sense in adding a_ preservative? 
It would simply be a waste of good money to buy preservatives 
to place in the cans, and we would respectfully remind our daily 
newspaper friends that the canned goods packers are not fools. 
Every article put up in cans has to undergo a similar treatment, 
the only change being in the amount of time the different arti- 
cles are cooked in the sealed cans, some requiring more time 
others less. This is the whole process of canning—it all depends 
upon the cooking after the goods are in the cans. Where then 
is there any room for preservatives? Have we made clear the 
nonsense of saying there are preservatives used in canned goods? 
If so, please pin this up in your Sanctums, and refer to it when 
you touch on canned goods, and you will not be laughed at by 


all familiar with the business, and you will stop doing a gross 
injustice to the greatest boom mankind enjoys. 


The men who want to use preservatives-Benzoate of Soda— 
are the makers of preserves, jams, jellies, condiments etc., who 
either cannot hermetically seal their products, or whose products 
are consumed in small quantities after being opened. The jam 
and jelly makers, for instance who have to pack their goods in 
glass tumblers, or in wooden pails for sale over the grocery 
counter; the catsup makers who have to provide against the 
length of time the opened bottle will stand before all its contents 
is consumed, who wish to add a little Benzoate of soda to keep 
the contents sweet. The same is true of all other condiment 


makers; but it is this class of food manufacturers—the Preserves, 
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generally speaking—who use preservatives at all and not the 
canned yoods packers. Keep this distinction clear, the two are 
distinctly different businesses, conducted in an entirely different 
manner, and while it is not strictly correct we might say that 
the one—the Preservers, those wishing to use a preservative, 
deal in the luxuries of the table, the other—the canned goods 


packers, who have no reason to use any preservative, deal in the 
staple articles of the table. 


Once for all, don’t forget it: Canned Goods need no Pres- 
ervatives and none are used in them.

The press shown in the accompanying illustration is built by the 
E. W. Bliss Company, 25 Adams Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., for rapid and 
economical production of sheet metal articles requiring a series of opera- 


tions. It is adaptable for such articles as bottle stoppers, varnish can 
nozzles, harness oil can tops and similar articles made in large quantities. 
In accompanying illustration is shown some of the articles produced in the 
press. The press as shown has § slides, but can be built with 6 or 7, this 
being entirely dependent on the number of operations necessary to produce 
the articles to be manufactured. The slides are each independently adjust- 
able and fitted with positive knockout. 


The operation of the machine is entirely automatic, the drawn shell on 
which the die operations are to be performed is laid on a revolving disk 
driven by pulley on end of crank shaft, and automatically fed under first 
operation punch, and through the subsequent operations until finished, 
when it is pushed off the end of machine and falls intoa receptacle for the 
finished article. The feeding from revolving disk to the first operation and 
the subsequent operations is accomplished through the lateral feed operated 
by race cam on end of crank shaft, which works in connection with cai in 
centre of crank shaft. After the first 4 strokes, the press produces a finished 
article for each stroke. An important feature of this machine is that at no 
time is it necessary for the operator to have his hand near the dies, he simply 
having to drop shell on revolving disk mentioned. 

The press runs at the rate of 40 to 60 strukes per minute, this being 
according to the size and shape of shell, performing 20c to 300 operations 
per minute and entirely eliminates the intermediate handling between 
operations, saving much labor and shop room.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4, 1907. 

Hearing Things Grow.—The weather conditions during the 
week have been rainy, humid and hot in the immediate vicinity of Chicago, 
the hottest weather of the year, growing weather. You could almost hear 
things growing. 

Wise Ones Wavering.—Some of the canned goods crop prophets 
who have been cautioning the trade to ‘‘ go slow on tomatoes’’ and pre- 
dicting that there was a large increase in the acreage in the East and West 
alike have begun to hedge. The testimony direct from the tomato patches 
as to the ‘‘ light setting,’’ lateness of the crop, probable disappointing yield 
and possible early frosts is having its effect, and ‘‘they now swear who 
ne’er swore before’’ that the situation looks dangerous and that those who 
are not well covered should protect themselves, as there is but little 
prospect for lower prices and a probability that a sudden and dangerous 
advance might take place unless conditions improve. Many packers, 
practical men, who know and who haven’t any tomatoes to sell, strongly 
maintain that Indiana will not be able to fill her minimum limit of seventy- 
five (75%) per cent of her tomato contracts for this the 1907 pack. The 
writer personally knows that several of our large brokerage firms have in 
hand buying orders for blocks of Indiana tomatoes from packers who 
want to cover their future sales. 

Gallon Tomatoes Sought For.—Some quiet quests are being 
made for gallon tomato contracts. The Eastern standard gallon tomato has 
lost the preference of large consumers, hotels, restaurants a1.d institutions, 
and the Western packed Michigan or Indiana or Ohio packed No. 10 tomato 
will bring a heavy price premium; all because of the fullness cf the corn. 
There are, however, several carefully packed Eastern brands that stand as 
well as the Western goo ls. An enormous quantity of gallon tomatoes is 
now used and, despite the fact that threes are and have been for nearly two 
years proportionately cheaper than gallons, or Nou. 10, the chefs * will have

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none of them,’’ holding that they will not be bothered opening the smaller 
cans. For illustration, standard threes can be bought in Chicago today of 
good quality and fill at $1.10 per dozen, while gallons of equal quality 
readily bring $4.50. The threes weigh 39 ounces each, or 117 ounces gross 
for three cans. A No. 10 can weighs 74 pounds, or 116 ounces, showing 
that three cans No. 3 equal one can No. 10, or three dozen No. 3 at $1.10, 
total $3.30, equal one dozen No. 10, for which caterers and large consumers 
pay hungrily $4.50. By the way, large users of gallons chop them open by 
two strokes of a cleaver and sell the empty tins for 6c. a pound, which 
amounts to about 20c. a dozen. Packers do not seem to like to pack the 
No. Io size, however, as it requires a change in the adjustment of machin- 
ery and the risk of processing is greater, so they say. An impression has 
gone forth that there will not be enough gallons to go around and there is 
a speculative quest for surplus contracts as suggested. 

Pea Prices For 1908.—One of the largest pea packers in Indiana 
has already made a price and taken a lot of orders, so it is stated, for 1908 


pack of peas: Marrowfats, 72'%c.; early Junes, S2%c., and sifted early 
Junes, 97 sc. f. o. b. cannery. 


These prices are at least 20% higher than were prices of the same 
packer for the 1907 pack of peas, on which he claims to have made an act- 
ual loss. ‘ 

Canned Corn For 1908.—We have also heard of an opening 
price on canned corn for 1908, which shows that our Western packers are 
always ahead of the procession. This price is 77%c. for Country Gentle- 
man corn and 67%c. for Crosby corn f. 0. b. Chicago, buyer having priv- 
ilege to cancel the order August 1, 1908, unless the packers choose to reduce 
the price to 7oc. for Country Gentleman and 60c. for Crosby corn It looks 
‘all to the good” for the packer, don’t it, as it makes a positive sale of 
the corn at the lower prices and protects him against higher cost conditions 
to the extent of 7%c. per dozen, if he chooses to take the protection, and 
yet at present market prices and with present crop outlook it is really a 
pretty fair contract for both parties and may be a good buy for the jobbers. 

Salmon Prices For 1907.—The Pacific American Fisheries and 


the Alaska Packers Association have announced their prices for 1907 pack 
of salmon as follows:

The prices quoted are those of the Pacific American Fisheries, The 
Alaska Packers Association’s prices are almost identical. We believe 1-lb. 
flat red Alaska is quoted-by the Association at $1.35 and %-lb. flat at 92%c. 
It is understood here that a strong attempt was made to induce the Associ- 
ation to put the opening price of 1-lb. tall red Alaska at $1.25 f. o. b. Coast, 
but that, remembering the experience of several years ago, when the price 
was put at $1.30, their directors concluded to make the price not more than 
$1.15, so that the product could be marketed more quickly. 

Salmon Situation.—Every grade of canned salmon is practically 
sold up clean or will be entirely by the time the first of the new or 1907 
pack arrives. The constantly advancing prices of meats have diverted to 
salmon an enormous consumption, for it is today the cheapest and best 
article in human food, except bread and rice and potatoes. The sockeye 
pack on Puget Sound for 1907 will, it is said, not exceed about 75,000 
cases, a most insignificant quantity, and there is no carryover. 

The red and medium red Alaska salmon pack for 1907 is nearly 
400,000 cases less than for 1906, with no carryover, while the carryover in 
1906 was nearly three-quarters of a million cases. 

Cohoe salmon, silversides and similar grades run in October. The 
pack, whatever it is, and it is never large, will come toa bare merket and 
will all be needed. It is claimed that there is a lack of corn and ‘tin 
plates which will prevent a pack greater than that of 1906. 

The humpbacks, or ‘‘ pinks,’’ salmon have run heavily and there will 
be a large pack. The market is bare, however, and the heavy advance of 


other kinds makes the 1-lb, tall ‘‘ pink’? the only toc. retailer in a No. 1 
can, and all will be needed. 


The pack of chums, or dog fish, is always inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the negro trade of the South and will be so this year. 

General Business Conditions.—Chicago bank clearances for 
the month of August, 1907, show an increase of 25 9% over those of August, 
1906, the largest gain of any month of the year. Our bankers have been for 
six months past advising caution, reduction of expenses, a contraction of 
credits and all those things that bankers usually advise when they feel 
that business conditions are unduly inflated. In fact, such has been the 
program of the bankers all throughout the United States during that 
period, and it was and is largely prompted by the attitude of the govern- 
ment toward the dishonest Trusts. Bankers are afraid of the influence of 
Trusts on the money market and indeed many banks loan money largely

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on Trust stocks and bonds as collateral and are fearful of anything that 
will cause them to decline. 

Legitimate business, seems, however, to grow and keep cn growing, 
despite the Trusts or the bankers or the stock brokers, and it really seems 
that the country has grown so strong financially that stock speculation has 
but little influence upon financial conditions, for which all manufacturers 
and merchants should be truly thankful. | 

For illustration: The bank clearances of Chicago for six months past 
have been $8, 403,860,499, as contrasted with $7,222,472,123 for the first six 
months of 1906, an increase of 16.3%, and 1906 was regarded as a high 
record year for business. 

The business being done here, however, is of far more legitimate 
character than that done in New York City, only a small business being 
done in stock speculation, although considerable grain speculating is done 
in Chicago, a necessary accompaniment to a heavy legitimate grain busi- 
ness such as Chicago handles. 

New Canned Tomatoes.—The first arrival of new gallon toma- 
toes reached Chicago this week, coming from the Cobden Canning Co., 
Cobden, I1., and were of fine quality. They arrived on an absolutely bare 
market and sold to a wholesale grocery house (Steele, Wedeles Co.) for 


$3.75 per dozen. 
Logan Berries.—A car of this high flavored and delicious fruit 


which can best be described in horse parlance as sired by a Cuthbert red 
raspberry from a cultivated blackberry dam is in transit to Chicago from 
Oregon, probably the only lot of these fine berries handled in Chicago for 
several years. The local trade on the Pacific Coast generally is willing to 
pay more for them than Eastern dealers. We understand they were sold 
to a local preserver, gallon cans, $6.50 f. o. b. Chicago. Preservers every- 
where, as is well known, have been buying up all the canned small fruits, 
cherries, strawberries, blackberries, raspberries and gooseberries, since the 
season opened, especially all they could find packed in No. 10 cans, This 
has had the effect to heavily advance prices, and those who contracted 
early and who are lucky enough to get their orders filled have profited 
heavily. It is intimated that preservers nnder the new food laws are com- 
pelled to have real berries in their preserves and that the demand for 
millet seed will not be as large as usual. 

Packers Confused.— Weather conditions in this section are un- 
precedented and packers alike with dealers are confused and puzzled. 
There are practically no offerings of anything in the way of canned goods 
in an important way either for spot or future delivery. Brokers are con- 
stantly looking for goods that cannot be found and several large jobbers 


are buying heavily everything offered in staple canned goods. 

Apple Speculation.—Some of the large Chicago commission 
houses have gone rather recklessly into apple speculation. They are send- 
ing men to inspect orchards of fall and winter apples and are there buying 
the entire output of the orchard on the trees for a lump sum—so much for 
the orchard and fruit regardless of the yield or whether or not the fruit 
should come safely to gathering time. In fact, the gathering of some 
varieties has already begun and pickers will continue among the orchards 
until the entire crop is in barrels and loaded aboard the cars. 

Tomatoes Firm and Few.—Fvtures 1907 pack of tomatoes are 
not being offered with any degree of cheerfulness or urgency. One broker 
today (September 3, ’07,) stated that he had 7,000 cases of standard Indiana , 
3s which he would sell’at goc. f.0 b. Indianacannery. No other lots were 
heard of on offer. 

Alaska Salmon 1907 Pack Sold Out.—We learn today 
(September 3, ’07,) that the Alaska salmon packers will take no more 
orders at any price. The established shortage and heavy consumption, 
together with the strong confidence in the future of prices as evinced by 
the heavy buying, have all combined to strongly advance the prices of all 
kinds of canned salmon. 

Michigan Canned Peaches.—This subject might be briefly 
dismissed by saying ‘‘ There are no canned peaches in Michigan, but the 
statement might not be absolutely accurate. There will possibly be a few, 


but no one seems to think so definitely enough to offer them for sale. 
Packers say that they cannot hold their growers to their contracts and that 
the green fruit dealers are taking the fruit away from them at extrava- 
gantly high prices. The only quotation that can be found on the market, 
so brokers state, is of gallon unpeeled pie peaches at $3.50 per dozen f. o. b.
